When Lincoln went to Washing ­ 
ton in l'SU to take his seat he was accom­ 
panied by two residents of Chicag o- Fran­ 
cis K. Brownell and K. K. Ellsworth, 
The 
latter went on to New York at the out 
break of the rebellion and org anized the 
Kll'Uorth Zouaves, a reg iment composed 
ol some of tin-most reckless elements of 
the population of the eastern metropolis. 
Many of them had 1 « ecu in the volunteer 
fire department of New York and there 
was no thing on earth they were afraid of. 
Brownell joined tin* reg imeiiL and it was 
sent to Alex andria. 
It arrived at that city 
g inia's leg islature had passed the seces­ 
sion ordinarne, and J ackson had the rebel 
Hag hoisted on top of hi* hotel. 
Ellsworth 
no sooner saw the flag than alone as he 
supposed he went into the 
hotel and 
climbing 
to the house top pulled the 
Hag down. 
J ackson met him at the foot 
of the stair* ami shot, him dead. 
Bro wn­ 
ell, who had followed Ellsworth, promptly 
killed .lackson, and then foug ht his way 
out of lh« * hotel. 
For this act cong ress 
voted Brownell thanks and a medal, and 
many

Brownell died in this city yesterday, ag ed
